TRIBUTE PAID 

Disposing of the address, the sen- 
ate paid tribute to the memory of 
the late Senator Charles Murphy. 
The dead legislator was character- 
ized by Mr. Dandurand as a politi- 
cal fighter who was able to carry 
on “a relentless vendetta, but was 
yet possessed of a sweet disposi- 
tion.” 

Senator Meighen sought to pic- 
ture what might have been Mr, 
Murphy's déstiny if his parents had 
not emigrated from Ireland to Can- 
ada. He felt sure the Senator 
would have taken his place in the 
halls of Westminster and have been 
a prominént figure in battles for 
the cause of Ireland. 

Reminiscences of his own &ssoe 
ciation with Mr. Murphy were re- 
called by Senator George P. Gra- 
ham, while Hon. J. P. Molloy add- 
ed a tribute. 


PLEA FOR COMMITTEE

The Senate also heard a plea from 
Senator Hughes for a committee to 


obtain data on liquor smuggli'@t 
into Canada. He deplored the wide

GRABBED GUN 


“I reached over with my right 
hand and grabbed the gun. I got 
my hand over his and held the 
hammer down so he couldn't pull 
the trigger.

“Just as I forced Chalmers’ gun 
down I felt Ross’ gun in my ribs. I 
grabbed it with my left hand. When 
I pushed it away Chalmers worked 
his gun around 50 it pointed at my 
stomach.

ACK of oil and gasoline is the 

real secret of Italy's military 
weakness, She has storage capacity | 
for not more than four months’ 
supply.

In 1935 
this figure was increased, due to 
the distilling of alcohol from sugar: | 
beets.

RESCUES CREW 
SINKING SHIP 


| Boston Fishing Trawler is

HALIFAX, Feb. 13.—Crew of 
the Boston fishing trawler Ger- 
trude M. Fauci were safe aboard 
the Canadian trawler Lemberg 
last night proceeding towards a 
Nova Scotia port after abandon- 
ing ship 90 miles southwcst of 
Sable Island.

ALCHEMY TOPIC 
LOCAL ADDRESS 


Describing, illustrated by slides, 
the means whereby the transmutae 
tion of elements may be brought 
| about, Prof. Stanley Smith address- 
ed the Philosophical Soc:ety of the 
University last evening or. the sube 
ject, “Modern Alchemy.” 

“Science has succeeded in chang- 
ing many elements of the lighter 
series to other elements; for in- 
stance, nitrogen has been changed 
into oxygen, and carbon into nitroe 
gen, while aluminium has been 
changed into sodium. 

“There is no doubt,” he said, “that 
some day science will be able to 
change the heavier metals from one 
form to another, and that the old 
dream of scientists about making 
lead and baser metals into gold 
would become a reality.” 

The experiments of scientists in 
later years, he said, seem to prove 
that all materials are made out of 
one basic substance which reveals 
itself in the form of electrons and 
protons, which compose the atom. 
The different elements are due to 
the fact that the arrangement of 
electrons and protons may differ. It 
is in disturbing this arrangement 
that science is able to change the 
nature of the atom, and hence the 
nature of the material.

OTTAWA, Feb. 13.—First governe

A decrease of more than $500,000 
in the estimates for the Dominion 
franchise commissioner and chief 
electoral officer, tabled Tuesday, 
indicated standing lists with yearly 
revisions would not be proceeded 
with. 

The measure introduced yestere 
day would amend the Dominion 
Franchise Act, postponing annual 
revision of the lists for one year. 
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AN INTEREST-DEFICIT 

The University of Alberta had a deficit last 
.year of rather more than $12,000. Considering 
the times, the word “only” should be inserted in 
that sentence. 

Of total expenditures of $923,000, interest 
charges and debt repayment instalments ran 
away with $280,000, not much less than one- 
third, 

If there had been no interest to pay on the 
capital cost of that public-owned institution, 
fees could have been reduced sharply and 
there would have been no deficit at the end of 
the year. 

Some day we will get economically intelli- 
gent enough to build public institutions with 
interest-free money, not interest-bearing bonds. 
Then education can be cheapened, teachers 
better paid, and taxation lightened. 


DRAWING THE LINE 

Foreseeing a hectic sessional career if it 
allowed itself to operate a general clearing- 
house for miscellaneous and irrelevant matters, 
the legislature's committee on privileges and 
elections on Tuesday dealt with two matters 
with neatness and despatch, and in a way to 
assert its right to life, liberty and the pursuit 
of business. 

The committee, declining to gather up spilled 
beans, handed Major Douglas and his London 
speeches back to the cabinet, probably with an 
unwritten hint that the Ministers cable their 
oversea advisor to write oftener and talk less, 

Asked to say whether Mr. Manning had or 
had not said something which more or less 
amounted to something he had been credited 
with saying, the committee tabled the subject 
in the absence of documentary evidence; 
thereby making clear that it isn’t going to 
censor, sponsor, revise and underwrite minis- 
terial sermons. 

That committee, it is to be gathered, does 
not intend to be made the “goat.” 


CANADA WON AND LOST 

Stands Canada where she stood, or is she 
slipping from her proud eminence as a nation 
of hockey-players?

“Believe it or not” is the reaction from the 
sporting world. This Dominion, it is darkly 
hinted, has lost her laurels. A Canadian hockey 
team beaten by a team from England, where ice 
is a luxury! Likely enough the Times will use 
a column to lament the decline and fall of our 
national sport in this breeding-ground of 
pucksters, 

But just a minute. The victorious team con- 
sisted of Jimmy Foster, lately of Winnipeg and 
Moncton, assisted by five English players. 
Jimmy only qualified, under protest, because he 
had been born in England, and got to Canada 
early enough to learn how to play hockey. With 
Jimmy in the goal, any but Canadian players 
would be wasting their time shooting at it. 

The real moral of the tale is that Canada can 
make a good hockey player out of a boy from 
any where, 


THEY PROTEST TOO MUCH 

Mr. Howson did not get much thanks for 
inviting the Government to proceed to put its 
dividend policy into operation, and offering the 
co-operation of Liberals in and out of the 
legislature to that end. 

Instead, he is accused of “attacking” the 
Premier, of “insulting” him, and “challenging” 
him. 

It is not “attacking” and “insulting” a man 
to remind him of what he has promised to do. 
There is no “challenge” involved in inviting the 
head of a Government to proceed to carry out 
his declared policy, with the assistance of an 
opposition, 

These can be causes of offence only where 
the intent to make good the undertaking is 
absent, That intent is not absent on the part 
of Premier Aberhart and his colleagues. They 
have said plainly they intend to pay the divi- 
dends, and their word is to be taken without 
question, 

Then why these sensitive outbursts trom the 
back benches and the middle benches when they 
are told to go ahead and do it, and offered any 
possible help in doing it?

ONCE IS ENOUGH 

Premier King explained to parliament, in 
straight-forward language, the circumstances 
under which Canada’s representative at Geneva 
proposed that oil sanctions be imposed against 
Italy. 

The proposal was made on the personal 
responsibility of Dr. Riddell. He had no in- 
structions to make it. On the contrary, instruc- 
tions had been cabled him to not commit 
Canada without express directions from Ottawa; 
but he did not receive the cable until the sug- 
gestion had been made. 

Hence the statement subsequently issued by 
the Minister of Justice saying the Government 
had not originated the proposal and was not 
sponsoring it. 

Canada has come well out of a situation 
fraught with danger, and one which should 
never have arisen. That it did arise was evi- 
dently due to the practice that has grown up 
of leaving the Dominion’s representative at 
Geneva to steer his own course on ordinary 
questions. That this was a far from ordinary 
question was not recognized until too late. 

The instructions cabled to Dr. Riddell should 
be made permanent, and hold on all future 
occasions. Ottawa is a long way from Geneva, 
and continued close attention to matters there 
will mean extra work for some busy Minister. 
There is no way of escaping that. 

Canada cannot afford to send a representa- 
tive to Geneva and leave him free to toss 
inflammable personal proposals into the Euro- 
pean powder keg. .

I suppose the mental picture of the natty 
hostess with jugs of nut-brown ale lured my 
imagination away to the days as a boy when I 
used to holiday at my grandmother's at Kings- 
ton-on-Thames and rowed and sailed and swam 
in the Thames from Twickenham to Tedding- 
ton. I remember the little inns and their hos- 
tesses. It was there I attained the highest 
moment of my boyhood life. My Uncle Bert 
had won the senior sculls and my Uncle Fred 
the junior championship and at the age of 12 
I coxswained the winning eight. I felt as if IT 
had a lot to do with the victory. Then I tasted 
my first sip of beer in the clubhouse, and spat 
it out, thinking as I still do, that it can be awful 
belly wash. 

Taking the slip rather to heart, I’ve been 
looking up a borrowed set of books on memory 
training. While it impresses me, it also com- 
forts me. (I hope I remember to return the 
set.) 

One of the chapters, stressing the part that 
interest takes in developing a good memory, 
mentions that a friend of the writer could not 
remember any of the meals he had taken in the 
previous week, but had a clear recollection of 
the first time he had eaten venison, twenty years 
before. And I instantly remembered the time 
thirty years before when I ate my first venison. 
It was at the home of Davidson brothers, con- 
tractors, in Riverdale, Toronto. The younger 
brother had shot the deer at Georgian Bay. 
The father and sister were present. I remem- 
ber the venison was rather a disappointment, 
though I have since grown to like venison. 


And now the processes of memory wake into 
action. It seems as if I can remember nearly 
every occasion I tried a new food. I never 
realized before what a gourmet I must be. 

My first meal of fresh salmon was 27 years 
ago in a restaurant at the corner of Cambie and 
Cordova streets on the day I first reached Van- 
couver in October, 1909. It was a “two-bit” 
meal, 

Frogs legs I tasted for the first and only 
time as a youngster of seven on a steamer at 
Rouen. We had a Frenchman as cook. With 
the crew, I used to call him “Froggie.” So he 
served up the frogs legs as a joke on me. When 
he broke the news after dinner I felt as if I was 
going to be seasick, though the ship was tied 


| up at a wharf in the Seine. 


Food at that time meant more to me than 
love or beauty. I had an uncle a journalist in 
Paris and he invited my father to bring me for 
a day’s sightseeing to the French capital. But 
I decided instead to stay the day at the home 
of some friends in Rouen where they had a 
little girl about my own age. But it was not 
for love of the dainty French miss, but because 
they had an orchard with ripe pears and plums. 

The first peaches I ever ate were at Hamp- 
ton Court on the Thames. I was about sixteen 
and had invited two girls to a boat picnic. We 
rowed up the Thames from Kingston to Hamp- 
ton Court, and went through the Palace built 
by the butcher-boy who became Cardinal. It 
has guest rooms for 1200 visitors. Afterwards 
we made tea on the bank of the backwater. 
I'd bought a little box of French peaches—pale, 
sickly-looking things they were. I never ima- 
gined then of ever living in a country where 
luscious Crawfords would be plentiful. 
tiful. 

And I shall never forget my first tomato. 
I was about ten, and had often admired the 
luscious, juicy appearance of the fruit in the 
shop-windows. It was a green-grocer named 
Duncan, in Windsor street, Liverpool, who took 
my three-halfpence in exchange for a tomato. 
I had visions of saccharine sweetness, and felt 
sick and poisoned when my teeth sank into the 
flesh. That's another appetite I've since de- 
veloped. % tk we 

The first turkey I ever tasted was as a 
youngster at sea at Christmas. I remember it 
because, sold as “ready-stuffed,” it turned out 
to be stuffed with a newspaper.

During the ex- 
amination, the individual is given a thorough 
checking-over to make sure that all of the vital 
organs are doing their work. Any incipient 
disease conditions are detected and remedied 
as soon as possible, often with the desirable 
result of greatly increasing the efficiency of 
the person examined. 

When you have been examined and _/it has 
been found that every part of the body is sound 
and whole this brings a special assurance which 
banishes worry about disease. It is the best 
possible antidote to fear of heart trouble, fear 
of cancer, or fear of tuberculosis. You face the 
future confident and unafraid. The health 
examination will help you to keep well and will 
also prove the best insurance against a break- 
down during the most productive years of life 
which are the years of middle age. 

In the course of the health examination, the 
doctor makes a careful study of the individual 
to find out which organs are the strongest and 
which are comparatively the weakest. Inci- 
pient trouble will be stopped before it is well 
started and advice may then be given for the 
express purpose of teaching the patient those 
things to do to stay well. He will thus keep the 
health that he has and will in all probability, 
add many years to his life. Life insiwrance 
statistics show that those receiving physical 
examinations will live longer than those who do 
not receive such examinations. 

The physical examination has been used for 
a considerable period of time with certain 
groups; for example, the one applying for in- 
surance was given a partial examination. Those 
young men wishing to join the army or navy 
were also given a physical examination. ‘he 
practice of taking the baby for a regular ex- 
amination has also been widely adopted. In 
the past, the examination as given to the adult 
in apparent good health was given chiefly for 
the purpose of finding out his actual physical 
condition but was not given with any idea of 
helping to improve his health in any particular 
way. The health examination as now advo- 
cated, is given for the express reason of helping 
the patient to gain health in every way possible. 
Minor faults are found and corrected, and ad- 
vice regarding eating, sleeping, exercise, recrea- 
tion and the development of good mental habits 
is provided. 

The benefits of a health examination are out- 
standing. The individua] must inevitably benefit 
through having his attention called to those 
habits which will improve his health. He is 
given specific instructions regarding how he 
is to live to secure continued well-being. After 
following these instructions he generally reports 
that he is enjoying more abundant health than 
ever before. 

The aim of the health examination is to place 
sufficient emphasis on keeping Well. Beyond 
any question of a doubt, this is the most im- 
portant thing in life. Your health is your great- 
est possession and those of you. who place 
wealth first and health second would do well to 
put health in first place, where it belongs.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1879 regular 
passenger traffic between Quebec 
and Montreal was inaugurated 
over the North Shore railway, or, 
to give it its official and loud- 
sounding designation, “The Que- 
bec, Montreal, Ottawa and Oc- 
cidental Railway.” Its construc- 
tion had produced much political 
bitterness; it had been started 
by the Conservatives under C; 
B. deBoucherville, and when he 
was dismissed from office by the 
lieutenant-governor, carried to 
completion by the government of 
Henri Joly deLotbiniere, 
wife drove the last spike on the 
road at Terrebonne on February 
11, The enterprise, laudable 
though it was, had its peculiar 
feature, that the Grand Trunk, 
which already had its road on 
the south shore to Point Levi, 
opposite Quebec, was given part 
of the stock, and therefore had a 
voice in the management of 
what was to be its competitor. 
More than one big scandal ex- 
ploded during, and after construce 
tion, which had later effect upon 
Quebec politics. 

The road cost $14,000,000 and 
lost money steadily from its in- 
ception. The Quebec government 
was at its wit’s end as to how to 
meet the cost of operation; the 
Grand Trunk declined to buy— 
until the Canadian Pacific came 
into existence, when it changed 
its mind. At the time the bill 
granting the first subsidy to the 
C.P. syndicate went through

Parliament in 1861 the members 
from Quebec recalled the defi- 
nite promise of George E. Cartier 
that the North Shore railway, in 
which he had an interest, would 
eventually form part of the rail- 
way to the Pacific. 

But nothing definite was done 
until the time came in 1884-85 
when the C.P.R. directors came 
to the Dominion government for 
a substantial loan, Then the Que- 
bec Conservative members saw 
their opportunity, and took it. 
They told Sir John that unless 
the North Shore road from Quee 
bec to Ottawa was taken over by 
the C.P.R. they would, cabinet 
ministers and others alike, vote 
against the proposal. And so the 
government had to yield and 
make the North Shore transfer 
part of the condition of the new 
deal with George Stephen and 
Donald A. Smith, who eventually 
paid the Province of Quebec $4,- 
000,000 for the railway from Que- 
bee to Ottawa, which is even 
today part of the transcontinental 
Tailway to Vancouver, The C.P.R. 
got a bargain; of course it had to 
spend a lot on improvements, 
but ownership of the existing 
line to the west was of much 
value in construction and in the 
transfer of troops westward in 
1885. Yet it might not have taken 


possession so soon had it not 
been for the solid bloc from 
Quebec which forced Sir John 


and the C.P. people to come to 
terms.

PHONES SALE 
IS UNLIKELY 
SAYS PREMIER 


Public Ownership Part of 
Social Credit Prin- 
ciples 


There is no desire on the part 
of the provincial government to 
sell the A'berta Government 
Telephones, declared Premier 
William Aberhart on Thursday 
when asked to comment on the 
Itkelihood of an offer being re- 
ceived from a New York cor- 
poration. 

Unless an offer is reccived that is 
so attractive that it cannot be re- 
fused the government's attitude is 
“the phones are not for sale.” 

In explanation of the govern- 
ment’s attitude, the Premier said 
that ownership of resources and 
utilities is part of the Social Credit 
plan and was one of its principles 
and therefore its retention was 
most likely. 

The total provincial investment 
in the telephone system is about 
$30,000,000 but due to losses and bad 
debts, the value has been reduced 
to about $15,000’ 0, which is the 
maximum that any purchaser 
would make at present, as this is

OTTAWA, Feb. 13.—Liberal can- 

didates in British Columbia in the 
last election published large ad- 
vertisements reminding electors 
there were 50,000 Asiatics in the 
province and that Canadian Com- 
monwealth Federation candidates 
were pledged to extend to them the 
franchise, Angus MacInnis charged 
in the Commons Wednesday “a vote 
for any C.C.F. candidate is a vote 
to give the Chinaman and the Jap- 
anese the same voting right you 
have,” the advertisement read. 

“If a Chinaman or Japanese is 
born in Canada, is it British justice 
Or is it Liberalism that he be de- 
nied the same rights as we have, 
simply because the color of his 
skin or the slant of his eyes may be 
different?” asked Mr. MacInnis. 

Olaf Hanson (Skeena): “Do you 
mean that Chinese should have the 
same rights as whites in Canada?” 


SAME RIGHTS 

Mr. MacInnis: ‘“Certainly—and 
not only Chinese and Japanese, but 
every man, woman, and child to 
whom we extend the rights of citi- 
zenship. These people are paying 
federai, provincial, and municipal 
taxes. ey were born in Canada. 
They fought for this country and 
it is the British viewpoint that re- 
gardless of the color of their skin 
they should be treated the same as 
every other Canadian citizen. When 
the Minister of Justice (Mr. La- 
pointe) complains of tactics of 
Conservatives in Quebec in foment- 
ing racial prejudice, he should 
see to it that his friends are not 
following the same tactics in Brit- 
ish Columbia.” 

Mr. MacInnis warned the King 
followers against thinking they 
were in the House of Commons be- 
cause Canada endorsed Liberal 
principals. 


HAVE NO IDEA 


“The people have no idea what 
Liberal or Conservative principals 
are, because neither party has 
taken the trouble to say what they 
are. The Libeftais are here because 
the last government failed to do 
what the people thought it should 
do.

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WOUND IN 


HEART SAVED BY OWN BLOOD: 
RARE OPERATION REPORTED 


CHICAGO, Feb. 13.—A_ rare 
operation in which the victim of 
a stab wound in the heart was 


saved by his own blood was re- 
ported Wednesday in the Journal 
of the American Medical Associa- 
tion. 

The blood was sponged from the 
victim's lung cavity, and was then 
injected into his viens in a manner 
similar to the usual transfusion. 


FIRST OF KIND

—Dr. Charles M. Watson and Dr. 
James R. Watson—said it was the 
first of its kind in medical an- 
nals.

Deciding an autotransfusion was 
the only means of saving the youth 
the doctors started to pump the lost 
blood out of the lung cavity with a 
syringe. 

The cavity filled up however, and 
this method was abandoned in 
favor of large dry packs, these were 
used as sponges, and the blood 
wrung out into a beaker containing 
50 cubic centimetres of a two per 
cent solution of sodium citrate, used 
to prevent clotting. 


CASE IS NEW 

The case was new, the doctors 
said, in that it involved a wound 
of the heart. Autotransfusions in the 
past were limited to blood from the 
peritoneal cavity of the abdomen. A 
few Great War surgeons used the 
method successfully in severe che t 
wounds, but the procedure was “re- 
garded with suspicion because of 
the fear of contamination.”
